By the whiche good ſtatute, amongſt many 
other thinges, it was p2ovided, that the fathers, goucrnours, maiſters of the youth of this our Nealme, 
ſhoulde in diuers andſund2y ſoztez, trayne and bꝛyng bp they? youth in ſhooting in the long bowe, a ſhould 
haue fo2 that purpoſe ſeuerall bowes and arrowes,in number and quantitie accoꝛding to their ages and 
peres, vpon ſuche payne and penaltie as is expꝛeſſed in the ſayd ſtatute, as be the ſame ſtatute moꝛe at large 
it doth a map appeare. And beyng geuen to vnderſlande, that foz lacke ol due ſearch whether euery perſon a 
perſons haue bowe and arromes,accazdpng to the tenoꝛ of the ſayd act the comme awabie exercue and vſe of 
ſhooting, and the reſt of the good deuiſes a vꝛouiſions cviicryiiey in the zapd ſtatute, is therfoze in the moll 
partes ot this o. · cicalme vtterly foꝛgotten, and not accompliſhed, And to the intent that ſhooting may be 


uied and ererciſed within this our Realme as in tymes paſt, and vnlawful games ſuppꝛeſſed a put out of 
ble, we haue thought it conuenient koz good conlyderations vslpectally moupng,tonominate,aſſigne,and 
appopnt you to be our Commiſſtoners,geuyng vnto pou and euerp of pou, and to al a cuery your deputies 
within pour ſeuerall wardes, and other officers and miniſters appoynted by the ſaid ſtatute, ful power and 
aucthozitie by vertue of theſe pꝛeſents, in our name, not only fro time to time as often as neede ſhal require, 
to make due and la wlull ſearche in euerp place within our ſaid Citie of London, and the ſuburbes of the 
ſame, aſwell within liberties as without, al well fo2 ſuche as vie vnlawfull games, as allo ſoꝛ ſuch as kepe 
houſes oꝛ allepes foꝛ bnlawful games: but alſo whether euerp perſon ſoꝛ hym ſelſe, his ſeruauntes, g other 
pouth in his oz they; ſeuerall houſes, haue ſufficient furniture and pꝛouiſion of bo we and arro wen, q haue 
and do ble and occupie the ſame, accoꝛdyng tothe true meanyng of the ſapde ſtatute. 

And to the end the ſame may be the better vnderſtanded and kno wen, our pleaſtire a commaundement ts, 
that al ſuch bowes a arrowes that euery perſon ought to haue by the oꝛder ofthe ſapd ſtatute, pe hall cauſe 
the parties to bꝛyng to ſome conuenient place oz places, within the pariſhe where ſuche parties dwell, by 
the diſcretion of you our ſapde Commiſſioners, 02 any of you, there to be viewed and ſcene by pou our ſaide 
Commiſſioners, oz other pour deputies, oꝛ other officers and miniſters appopnted in that behalfe. dapon 
whiche ſearche and examination, pi you oꝛ any of you our ſapde Commiſſioners, oꝛ anpe officer 02 minilter 
aboueſapde, ſhall fynde any perſon 02 perſons, eyther not furniſhed with bowe and arrowes, oz not vſpng 


the ſame, as by the ſayde ſtatute is limited and appoynted:02 anv nerſaur os perſons vixng vntatoful gaines, 
oꝛ kepyng houſes 02 allepes foz bnlawfull games, contrary to the meaning of the ſayde ſtatute : that then 


our pleaſure is, that pou the ſapde Loꝛde Matoz, Aldermen, and Recoꝛder, a euerp ofyou,by gentle admo⸗ 
nition, ſhall do your good endeuour to cauſe a refozmation to be had therein, that the exerciſe of ſbootyng 
map be vſed and continued by as many ol our good ſubiectes of euerp eſtate, as can oꝛ map vſe the ſame, And 
pk you can not by gentle admonition and oꝛder, cauſe the offenders to refourme them ſelues in the pꝛemil⸗ 
ſes: then our pleaſure is alſo that you,oz any two of pou, wal cauſe the names and dwellyng places of ſuch 
offenders to be noted and certified vnto the Lozd Chauncelour, oꝛ Lozd keper ofthe great ſeale of England 
foz the tyme beyng,to the intent we may caule ſuche oꝛder and direction to be tanen and had therein, as by 
the lawes and ſtatutes of this our Realme is pꝛouided in that behalfe. ndherefoze we wyll and commaunde 
all and ſinguler our officers, miniſters, and ſubiectes of our ſayde Citie and ſuburbes, al well within the li⸗ 
berties as without, that they and euerp of them be aydyng,helpyng, and alliſting and at the commaunde- 
ment of you the ſapde Lozde Maioꝛ, the Aldermen, and Recozder, as àfoꝛeſapde, in the due execution of 
this our Commiſſion, as they and euery ol them tender our plealure, and wel aunſ were foz the contrary at | 
theyꝛ perils, In witnelle whereof. ac.
